GREAT BRITAIN: IN WAR 
_. TIME. 

THE WORK OF THE YMCA HUTS. 
‘INTERVIEW WITH AN OFFICIAL 
CINEMACOPERATOR. 

An interesting visitor to Hongkong is 
Mr. PF. J. Lawes, who’ is making a tour 
‘of the world on bebalf of the Inter- 
national Y.M.C.A. of Gt. Britain. Mr. 
Lawes,, who has seen two years’ service 
in France and Italy, was engaged for 
most’ of that time in taking cingnate- 
graph pictures for the War Office, and 
many of tho big British official war films 
bave been E uced under his. superin= 
tendence. He has had some very exciting 
experiences when filming the real activi- 
ties ‘of the war, and was retired from 
yorvico owing to w breakdown in health. 

Mr. Lawes spent some weeks vin the 
United States and Canada, taking: pic- 
tures of the manifold activities of the 
YALCA, there for exhibition in Great’ 
‘Britain, where the work of tho’ Associa- 
tion is not fully understood. He’ also 
took several hundred feet of pictures -of 
the training camps, ete., for, the autho 
rities, In Shanghai Mr. Lawes took 
sone very interesting pictures of the big 
Chinese Y. A., and in Hongkong he 
filmed a vol all match at the Chinese 
YMCA, as,well as the physical drill 
of the Chinese Inds of the ¥.M.C.A. 

From Hongkong Mr. , Litwes goes to 
India, where he will stay’a year, with his 
headquarters at: Bangalore. . 
he will not only take pictures of “the 
activities of the Y.M.C.A., but also of 
tho training crmps, for: the authorities, 
and. a ‘series of pictures’ of Indian 
national customs for screening in‘ Britain. 
He will then go. to Mesopotamia, 
Palestine, ‘Egypt and Africa, where his 
work will mainly ‘be to obtain pictures 
of the training camps and bases, «| 

Mr. Lawes is spending a fortnight in 
Hongkong. He delivered on interesting 
lecture at the Chinese Y.M.C.A, on 
Friday night on hiy war exporiences. | 
There was a very large gathering of 
Chinese present, and the lecture proved 
more interesting than the usual war ad- 
dresses, because “of Mr, Lawes’ varied ‘| 
experiences both in the trenches and us 
a cinematograph operator. , . 

Mr. Lawes give our reporter some im- 
pressions of the wir'and an account of 
what, the YALC.A. is, doing on the 
Western’ Front. He said: ; 

When. this war commenced ‘in 1914 the 
only nation’ which seemed ready was 
Germany.» We were’ and “gre a“ pedice- 
loving people and had hoped against hope 
that the peaco.of Europe might be pre- 
served, ‘ But it Was nog. to be. Hope, 
ulone could not'do it. Secret diplomacy 
failed to do it, and, so the’ catastropde « 
suddenly ‘burst upon an unsuspecting

Here it was—red war. 
we accepted the fact, and” in our slow 
matter-of-fact’ way we begun. to take off: 
our coats and ‘roll-np'our sleeves. In. 
other words, we first of all finished our.

and, clearing ‘up jour. business affairs, 
handed them over to the older men. Very 
soon’ our little pre-war army wis 
despatched to.France while the rest, of us 
got busy making a new army.

ourselves generally useful doing all sorts j. 


fof jobe. And our experiences are just 
typical of those of thousands and ‘thou- 
sands of others—~rooted up’ suddenly, from 
poaceful occupations, closing up our busi- 
nesses, leaving and selling u ‘our homes, 
and just ‘‘doing our -bit’’ around the 
world’ at the .orders’ dad diseretion of 
our Government. ; : 
“And now let me tell you what the:
